The revolutionary work method presupposes the people- 
orrented work style, and the latter is guaranteed by the 
former. When functionaries have the people-onented 
work style, they can properly fulfill the requirements of 
the revolutionary work method, and when they work 
according to the revolutionary work method, they can 
firmly establish the people-oriented work style at the 
same time. 


Improving the work method and work style of function- 
aries 1S an essential requirement in strengthening and 
developing the party into one having kindred ties with 
the masses.

Having kindred ties with the masses is the way the 
working-class party exists.
